THE LIQUOR COMMISSION. 

An intelligent observer who follows 
the movements ofthe Reyal Liquor 
Commiesion, who listens tothe evi- 
dence taken, who reads thoughtfully 
the newspaper reports of each sitting, 
will be forced to the conviction that the 
whole business is a gigantic farce. 

It simply furnishes an opportunity 
for individuals to air their particular 
fads on the Liquor Question. Strong 
advocates of Prohibition can find mueh 
in the evidence to bear out their views 
on the situation: those in sympathy 
with the licensed victualers can find 
plenty whose opinions coincide with 
theirs. The question is, what is goisg 
to come of it all! 

It must be apparent that the appoint- 
mene of the commission was simply for 
the purpose ef shelving the question for 
an indefinite period. - The ostensible 
object would have been attained in a 
more sensible way by a Dominion 
plebiscit, 

One feature of the proceedings at 
the sittings of the Commission strikes 
es as being radically wrong, vis ; bring- 
ing up the names of gentiemen not 
present,and questioning witnesses as to 
their private habits, This has been 
done,aud misstatements have been made 
about the private lives ef individuals, 
and made, too, in an exceedingly unfair 
way. Tho personal element should 
certainly be kept out of a movement of 
this kind.

They are fed, clothed, in- 
structed in farming, carpeater.work, 
etc., and aleo recieve the rudiments of 
an education. 

In the school room the scho!ars shew 
that much time and patience has beea 
cxpended in their instruction. They 
read with expression and they shew a 
neatness in writing that would put to 
shame many white children of the same 
age. In drawing, the Indian children 
particularly excell. 

An efficient staff of teachers and in- 
structors have charge of this work. 
Rev. Mr. McLeod, who is in charge of

Coertney M.P., who has recently teen 
receiving the encomiums of the Grit 
press asan ortiodox anti-protectionist, 
denies this, and strongly asserts that if 
the tithe changes and other tares were 
removed the change would accrue to 
the benefit of the landowner and not 
the farmer. 

Motwithstanding, it behooves our 
farmers to note that under free trade, 
with the greatest morket in the world 
at his very doors, the English farmers 
is being slowly bled ta death. 

Many of them think that protection 
would relieve their distress, and if eithr 
of the yreat politieal parties would 
promise them a degree of protection, 
that party wonld receive the support 
of the majority of the agrien|tural com- 
munity. The Canadian farmer has 
largely benefited by our pretective 
policy. 

Prior to 1878, it will be remember. 
ed, American wheat, ficur, and other 
breadstaffs poured into this country at 
their own sweet will, while the product 
of Canadian farms was taxed upon 
crossing the frontier 20 per cent. or 
more. The result was that in the year 
in which Sir John Macdonald ‘and the 
Conservative party came to the relief 
of the Canadian farmer we were im- 
porting $13,700,000 worth of agrieal- 
tural products. 

The Natienal Policy at once reme- 
died this trouble, and a moderate daty 
was placed upon competitg Ameriean 
products, with the result notedsn the 
following table :

The home market of the Canadian 
farmer 15, therefore, increased in value 
to the amount of the diminished im- 
ports as well as the requirements of 
the half million more inhabitdats in 
Canada since 188]. In addition t 
that, the tondstuffe that foreigners 
have sent in have been madeto con 
tribute to the revenue, the amount 
reaching last yeer upwards of three 
quarters of a million, thus relieving 


the farmer of that much taxation. 
Meantime our production has enor- 
mously increased, proving that the 


Canadian farmer is not only supplying 
this deficiency, but is preparing for an 
immensely enlarged export abroad. 
In Ontarie this expansion is very 
noticeable :

J. RR. Booth, the well known 
lumberman of Ottawa, has purchased 
the projected Parry Sound railroad, 
which will be connected with the 
Canada Atlantic & Ottawa railroad 
and extended to Georgiaa Bay, where 
it wil] meet the steamers of of Lakes 
Michigan, Superior and Heron in a 
direct linefrom the west to the enst 
between Montreal and the Sao. This 
will lessen the water route from 
Chieago and the western States to and 
the Atlantic bp 450 miles and as thie 
overlrnd route from Parry Sound to 
Mong real is 150 less than from Ruffalo 
te New York, there will bea total! 
saving of 600 miles, 


A correspondent of the Globe, writ- 
ing from Sault Ste Maurie, says : 

“The construction of the Canadian 
ship cana! at this place is being pushed 
ahead with a vigor which would seem 
to indicate that some anderstanding 
has recently been entered into between 
the Government and contractors for 
hurrying the work to complete as rapid- 
ly as the immensity of the undertaking 
will permit. Additional men and der 
ricks have heen put on the work 
within the last month and Mr. Haney, 
who has charge of the construction for 
the contractors, cold your corresponc- 
ent that it was the intention to have 
the whole thing completed by the close 
of next year. He said the work could 
be done within that time without a 
strain of effort.” 


A case involving a rather important 
question has been decided by the ex- 
chequer court. It is that of the 
Canadian Coaland Colonization Co. 
vr. Queen. Inthe first place Sir. 
John Lister Kaye owned certain Jands 
in the North-West which he secured 
from the government. During this 
time certain erders in council were 
passed reserving minernis in these 
lands to the government. Sir John 
Kays transferred lands to this 
company and they claimed the coal as 
well as the land and got a petition of 
right fur acase against the crows in 
the exchequer court. Justice Bur- 
bidge has decided that the cowpany 
was not aware of these orders-in- 
council and tnat they had a right to 
the minerals, of which no mention was 
made in their patents, as well as the 
lard. 


The Governor General,on the advice 
of the minister of justice, has disallow. 
the streams ordinance of the North-west 
Assembly passed last session. The 
ordinance proviles for the erection of 
works on fortable streains for the per- 
pose of improvement, and allows the 
collection of tolls for using such im- 
provements. It very closely resembies 
the Ontario streams act. The greand 
of disallowance is that the lands in the 
Northwest are all the property of the 
Deminion Government, aud as streams 
are specially exempted from sale the 
Assembly is exeseding ite powers ia 
dealing with the subject. It is under. 
etood, hewever, that at the next ses- 
elon of parliamesat an amendment to 
the Dominica lands act will be esb 
mitted whict. will contain the provisions 
esabodied in the ordinance whieh hee 
been disallowed.
